THE RADICAL CANDIDATE FOR
GOVERNOR.

The dubious hopor of being the stand-
ard-bearer of the Radical party in the
contest for Governor, was conferred upon
the Hom. Wm. H. Wisener yesterday.
Mr. Wisener is not unknown to the peo-
ple of Tennessee. He was a member of
the Legislatore that adopted the ordinance
of secession, and at & meeting of that
body on the 15th of June, 1861, on a
motion o priot two thousand copies ot
the Governor's message, Mr. Wisener is
thus reported by the Nashville Banner:

“‘Mr. Wikener, pending the question,
defined his position, He had opposed se-
cegsicnu until the State had assumed the
attitude of revolution. His position kad
aiways been that the fule of the State,
whatever it might Le, would be his fate,
He had tendered his resignation as a
member of the House, but the Governor
hiad declined to sceept it. He was here
now o acquiese in the voice of the peo-
ple, and to wvote for such measures as
would promote the interest of the State
in her present attitude, as cheerfully as
any member on the floor, [Applause.]”

During the session that convened on the
15th of June, 1861, after the State had
becn voted out of the Union, Mr. Wise-
ner voled for a bill o suthorize the Gov-
ernor 1o issue tregsury notes ‘‘to the
amonnt of three millions of dollars, ia
whoile or in part, in lieu of three millions
of bonds suthorized to be issued by an
act pussed 6th May, 1861, to raise, or-
ganize and equip s provisional foree.™
[See House Journsl, page 144.] These
tressury notes were to be received in pay-
ment of all daes to «he State or to the
Bank of Tennessee, snd to be paid out by
that bank the same as gold or bank paper,
and the faith of the State was pledged for
their final redemption. He also voied for
s hill House Journal page 141(
containing this provision:

*“That the County Courts of this State
are cmpowercd to assess and collect s tax
on property and privileges in their re-
speglive counties, to provide a fund for
the rellef and support of the families of
volunteers whil=st in actuel service,
whether in service within, or whelber be-
yond the limits of the State.”
